Last year king winter cracked 
down on the north with a ven- 
geance. Dog drivers played major 
roles on northern Manitoba mail 
runs. 


NO FATALITIES 


No fatalities were recorded dur- 
ing the bitter sub-zero weather, 
but during the previous season 
northern lakes took their grim toll. 
In one instance an Indian, caught 
in the slush ice surface of God's 
lake, was held fast by his frozen 
snowshoes in the teeth of a raging 
blizzard. Searchers found his ice- 
encased body, a grim warning to 
those even with knowledge of the 
northland. 

Terrific winds—-blowing as they 
can blow only in the north —- and 
heavy snow over miles and miles 
of unprotected lake surface cause 
the slush ice. lInder the heavy 
pressure the ice sags and water is 
forced to the surface, a trap for 
travellers of any description. 
FREEZE TO SLUSH | 

Snowshoes or carioles freeze to 
the slush. This was what made 
mail seven days late into Berens 
river last Christmas from Hodgson 
be Lake Winnipeg. .The Courier,

| three days over the 100-mile route. 
| Twelve miles was the best he could 
do on the third day, stopping every 
so often to clear the slush away | 
from in front of the sleigh where | 
it piled up as he went. 

Through the driving snow he 
sighted land and after cutting his 
animals free he followed them to 
the shelter of a trader's cabin on 
Rabbit Point. There he was storm- 
bound for seven days before wor- 
ried dog-drivers from Berens river 
located him and their mail.

FRANCE EAGER 
FOR NEW TYPE 
NAVAL PACT 


Urges at Washington That | 
All Naval Powers be 
Included 


PARIS, Jan. 5.—The French gov- 
ernment’s hope that a new treaty 
will replace the Washington naval 
limitation pact, denounced by Japan 
a week ago, was expressed in a 
nove which the French embassy 
in Washington delivered to the 
state department there, it was 
learned here early this morning. 

The proposed new pact, said the 
note, should comprise not only the 
five signatories of the Washington 
treaty but all other naval powers. 
It should take into consideration 
the navies of those powers not par- 
ties to the Washington instrument, 
the note contended, because im- 
portant changes have intervened 
since its signature in Washington 
in 1922. 

SET 1936 LIMIT 

The note recalled that when the 
parliament ratified the 
Washington treaty, it indicated its 
desire not to extend the pact be-| 
yond 1936. 

At that time the French govern- 
ment informed the United States of 
| the impossibility to extend the bat-

A STRAIGHT-FORWARD 
PROGRAM 


Mayor MeGeer did not mince matters when 
he came to tell Vancouver's newly elected 
council what is the situation it has to deal with 
He told the aldermen in so many words, 
“Representative government is on trial,” with 
receivership the result of failure to cut expen- 
diture to the level of actually collectable in- 
come, 

The councils of other western cities, if they 
are wise, will accept that as a sufficiently clear 
and compelling definition also of the situation: 
they have to face, Unless civic expenditures 
are reduced to thé amount of taxation their tax- 
payers can pay and the amount they wil! think 


ee 


it worth while to pay in order to retain their 
property, an epidemic of municipal bankruptcies 
will follow automatically. 

Three specific proposals were suggested to 
the Vancouver council: 

1, That council apply to the provincial legis- 
lature to reduce to one-half the interest rates 
payable on outstanding bonds; 

2. That the provincial Government be asked 
to undertake the policing of the city; 

3. That Vancouver join with other western 
cities in pushing for a broad redistribution of 
powers and responsibilities as among cities, 
provinces and the Domir.ion, in respect to taxa- 
tion and the carrying on of public services. 

Taking these in order; a fifty per cent re- 
duction in bond interest rates is the direct road 
to taxpayer relief, and if the legislature of 
British Columbia can do that for Varicouver, the 
legislature of Alberta can do as much for 
Edmonton, 

The proposal to abolish the Vancouver city 
police force may arise out of local conditions 
not altogether confined to the question of cost. 
Edmonton's police force is efficient, and sub- 
stantially the same result would be obtained 
here if the provincial treasury made a reason- 
able grant toward the expenses of upkeep. 

A re-allotment of power to tax and of 
responsibilities for public services may be re- 
garded as one of the things that will have to 
come about. The Government of Alberta will 
have to yield up some sources of revenue to the 
cities or share the spoils with them, and also 
relieve the cities of some responsibilities which 
have been thrust upon them. 

As a working policy Mayor McGeer sug- 
gested the Vancouver council should strike a 
payable tax rate, spend sc much of the revenue 
as may be necessary to carry on essential ser- 
vices, and essential services only, and pay what 
is left into’ the sinking fund against bond in- 
terest and debt instalments. 

That is all the council of any city can do. 
And whatever backing and filling may be 
resorted to that is what the process comes to in 
the end. Why not face the issue squarely, in 
Edmonton as in Vancouver, and deal candidly 
with bond-holders and taxpayers? The former 
know they cannot get more, and never will get 
more, than the latter can pay and feel that it 
is worth while for them to pay.

With a right control of prices, a right con- 
trol of wages, a right control of grades and of 
prices payable for produce to be canned, and a 
right control of tariffs to keep out wicked for- 
eigners who would sell to the Canadian public 
at prices below the ethical standards necessary 
to provide ample ‘profits for the gentlemen in 
control. It is still possible for the fortunate 
few to make millions out of man’s need for 
food, no matter how many concentration camps 
are required for workless workers, or how 
loudly the farmers cry out against low prices 
for farm produce 

There's always somebody taking the joy out 
of life. Against this rosy picture of comfort- 
able and assured profits by means of sound 
business organization and adequate tariff pro- 
tection in the interests of the canning industry 
are the complaints farmers’ organizations 
against the forcing down of prices and the rais- 
ing of grades. Though the cannery workers 
are too poorly paid and too badly organized to 
make protest, the government auditors and the 
press are making nasty insinuations about girls 
on piece-work averaging 4.59 cents per hour 
(one averaged only 1.09 cents per hour), and 
full-time work in the plant at St. Isidore, Que- 
bec, averaging 1842 cents per hour wages for 
men and 10 cents per hour for women.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1854 the first 
Presbyterian church at the Red 
River was opened by the Rev. 
John Black, who was the first real 
Presbyterian minister in Mani- 
toba. 

In the early days of the Selkirk 
settlers their spiritual needs were 
looked after by Mr, James Suther- 
land, a lay elder, the pastor, Rev. 
Dona!d Sage, whom Lord Selkirk, 
had promised to send not keeping 
his engagement, but Mr. Suther- 
land was carried off by the raid- 
ers of the North West Company 
in 1818 and taken to Upper Can- 
ada where he settled in West 
Gwill'mbury. He died in 1828. 

From 1818 to 1851 the Scots at 
the Red River had no minister of 
their own, They kept up the old 
Presbyterian traditions in their 
homes, but attended the services 
of the Church of England until 
Rey. John Black arrived in 1851, 
a recent graduate from Knox 
College, Toronto, It is recorded in 
Presbyterian annals that on his 
arival 300 people left the Church 
of England in one day and placed 
themselves under WM. Black's 
ministry He labored faithfully

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Old Age Pension Terms Need 
Widening 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, KC. 


Not as a@ criticism of what has been done, but as an explana- 


tion of what has 


become necessary, the statement 


is absolutely 


true that the proyision for the needy by way of old age pensions 
must be greatly extended and the methods of administration 


Simplified. 


It is certain that due to the conditions existing as a result of 
the depression and deflation since 1936, very few women over 
fifty years of age can obtain work in which enough can be earned 
to sugtain life. Certain limited classes of specially trained women 


may retain earning power up to sixty or 


sixty-five years of age; 


but the average working woman looking for work will find her- 
telf shut out by younger army of work seekers, once she passes 


the filty-year mark, 


Neither, under the changed conditions of price maintenance 
Which gre coming, can a woman sustain life on twenty dollars 
a month. The minimum should be raised to thirty doers a month; 


and the only thing en applicant should have 


to prove is that she 


is a permanent resident of Canada; has no income earning re- 
soyrces except her own work; and that she is of the full age of 


fifty years. 


Proof of these facts should entitle an applicant to a pension 
of thirty dollars a month for life; subject to a condition that the 
pensioner does not enter the labor market and look for work in 
competition with those who have no pensions. 


Administration of pensions should be simplified by having a 
form of indorsement to be signed by the pensioner on each 
cheque issued, setting forth that the pensioner has not come into 
any income and has not worked for wages since receiving pension, 
The present system of having the pensioners go before a notary 
and make an affidavit once or twice a year is very troublesome 
to old people and unnecessary. The signing of the indorsement 
on the cheque can by law be given the force of an affidavit, and 
an immense amount of clerical work and expense and annoyance 


done away with 


In the case of a working man, sixty years has certainly become 
the deadline, except for certain classes of specially trained men, 
The ordinary working citizen is certain to find himself elbowed 
out by an army of younger applicants when he looks for work 


after his sixtieth birthday. 


Such a man 


should be given an 


old age pension of thirty 


dollars a month (or sixty dollars a month for a man and his 
wife), on proof of permanent residence in Canada and on a cone 
tract not to work for wages while drawing pension 


This will not be so costly as it looks at, first glance—because 
it will greatly lessen’ competition in the labor market and result 
in the closing down of the relief camps, and in greatly lessening 
the expenditures for unemployment ingurance. 


Under the modern machine age conditions, two things must 
be kept in mind. The first is that no one can be allowed to go 


hungry. 


The second is that every possible opportunity must be 


given to the young, because the establishment of homes by the 


sung is the chief source of national strength. 


Lessening the 


pressure on the labor market by taking out the elderly class of 


men and women who would otherwise 


have to work for any 


wage they could get will work a great advance in the general 
standard of living—and the money paid out for Old Age Pen- 
sions will in large measure result in a corresponding decrease 


in the cost, of unemployment insurance. 


In view of the fact that 


both funds come out of the same pocket, it seems to be the wise 
course and the good business course to so use the money as to 
relieve the elderly and widen the opportunities of the young

Clarke and Mr, Ogilvie advocat- 
ing somewhat similar financial 
policies as against Ex-Mayor 
Knott's sound money policy. In 
other words, four-fifths of the 
voters endorsed what might be 
termed a new deal in financial 


matters. 


The Mayor has put up a definite 
proposa! as regards Sinking Fund 
payments which will cut the mill 
rate eight or nine mills and has 
also shown where considerable 
saving can be made in interest 
rates payable to the Sinking 
Fund, which will make a further 
reduction by lowering costs of 
financing This together with 
other cconomiles should get the 
mill rate within reasonable dis- 
tance of the aims of the tax- 
payers 

In addition to the Mayor's fin- 
aneial recommendations there 
have been several other schemes, 
chiefly that which is known as 
‘he Journal's five point scheme 
vhich in effect recommends that 
we deliberately budget for a de- 
ficlt rather than give 8% ten-year 
notes to the Sinking Fund as sug- 
vested by Mayor Clarke. In my 
opinion the Mayor's scheme is on 
safer ground, as it is definite, and 
takes cave of tlre situation until 
we can definitely negotiate lower 
interest yates. If such nexotlations 
are successful it will not be ne. 
cessary for the City to defer Sink- 
ing Fund payments next year and 
can take caré of the installments 
on this year's deferred payments 
to the Sinking Fund which would 
run over ten years. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that all of these schemes have 
considerable merit but it seems 
that all the practical things sug- 
gested in the five point program 


could be accomplished if the 
Mayor's scheme could be adopted. 

Budgeting for a deficit has got 
several countries,, provinces and 
municipalities into difficulties and 
injures their credit. True it is a 
legal way of evading the Charter 
obligations of “Levying for the 
Sinking Fund,” but surely the 
Mayor's scheme is the more hon- 
est even though it needs a slight 
Charter amendment to make it 
legal, Our creditors would be 
told by this method that we have 
a definite financial objective 
which is on the table faee up and

Many have the idea that ma- 
chinery, made by human beings, 
displaces workers, causing so 
many jobless. That idea has been 
abroad ever since the advent of 
steam power since 1800, nearly 
a century and a half ago. But, 
old as that idea is, it might still 
be errencous 

An idea being old, does not 
become a right idea with age. A 
wrong being an old wreng, hoary 
with age, does not make it right 
Again, land is not like machinery, 
or horses, or crops, the result of 
human labor, And buying land 
is not like buying something out 
of a store 

Land and people are the com:

The Triumphs of an 
Irresistible Queen, 
Maria-Theresa, 
Earned Her 

The Wonder and 


Respect of Europe. 


HEN Leopold I, Holy Roman 

Germanic Emperor, lay upon 
his death-bed, the war of the Span- 
ish succession was still being fought. 
But so persuaded was the old gen- 
tleman, who for nine and forty 
years had regned as emperor, that 
the issue of that war must establish 
the rights of the House of Hapsburg 
to the throne of Spain, that he made 
his testamentary dispositions ac- 
cordingly. 

He divided the vast Hapsburg pos- 
sessions between his two sons. To 
Joseph, the elder, went the Arch- 
duchy of Austria, the Kingdoms of 
Bohemia and Hungary and some 
States of Italy; whilst to Charles, 
the younger, went the throne of 
Soain. Should either of the brothers 
die without male heir, his share in 
that splendid heritage should pass 
to the survivor. Only if both should 
die without male issue could the 
Succession go to a female, and in 
that case the daughters of Joseph 
must take precedence of the daugh- 
ters of Charles, 

Having sown these seeds of mis- 
chief, as so often happens when 
men seek to control from beyond 
the grave the destinies of the liv- 
ing, the Emperor Leopold passed 
peacefully away in the persuasion 
that he had wisely provided for 
every emergency. 

Charles duly ascended the throne 
of Spain and for seven years 
struggled desperately to maintain 
himself in that uncomfortable seat. 
In 1771, when his brother sudden- 
ly died of small-pox, he inherited 
the Empire, but he was con- 
Strained by the treaty of Utrecht 
to renounce the Spanish crown, 

Joseph left no male issue. His 
only children were two girls, 
Maria-Josepha and Maria-Amalia. 
When in the fullness of time 
Charles was brought to the dole- 
ful recognition of his incapacity to 
Produce a son, his paternal affec- 
tion for his splendid daughter 
Maria-Theresa urged him closely 
to review his father's testament- 
ary dispositions and to consider 
the interpretations of which they 
might be susceptible. 


He preceiyed quite clearly that 


his was a case which the circum- | 


stances had altered. The loss of 


the throne of Spain had _ been | 
something outside his father’s cal- | 


culations. Moreover in disposing 
for the second generation, Leopold 
has. exceeded his imperial rights, 
infringing as he did upon the 
rights of every Emperor (now vest-

Charles, 
therefore, set about bribing these 
and other interested parties to 
ratify the pragmatic sanction un- 
der which he established the pre- 
cedence of his own daughter. 

The worldly-wise Prince Eugene 
expressed his scorn to see the Em- 
peror thus exhausting his resources 

“A standing army of 200 000 men,” 
said he, “would be worth a deal 
more than all the pragmatic sanc- 
tions in the world, and would cost 
you Jess.” 

But Charles VI, with that trust 
in human nature and faith in the 
word of princes which supplied 
his besetting weakness, continued 
his pursuit of ratifications, 

. ’ . 
HE most expensive to obtain 
was, of course, that of Frede- 


rick-Augustus of Saxony, who,! 


having married Maria-Josepha, the 
late Emperor's elder daughter, had 
a clear claim under Leopold's will. 
He required as his price nothing 
less than the throne of Poland. But 
France had a claim to that throne, 
and having involved Charles VI in 
a ruinous war so as to establish it, 
Louis XV consented to waive it in 
favor of Frederick-Augustus, but 
only if she received in compensa- 
tion the rich Duchy of Lorraine, 
which was a fief of the Empire. 

Louis XV could have demanded 
nothing that the Emperor could be 
less willing to surrender, or the 
surrender of which would cost him 
a more bitter humiliation, 

Francis of Lorraine, the reign- 
ing Duke, a courtly, travelled, ac- 
complished young prince, educated 
partly at the court of Vienna and 
now acting as the Emperor's rep-

RAISIN CAKE 


This cake which is butterless, 
eggless and milkless will prove a

raisin cake, is absolutely unreveal- 
ing and enlightens no one on the 
subject of the cake's economical 
ingredients. 

Two cups seedless raisins, 1 cup 
brown sugar, 1 cup water, i-3 cup 
lard or other shortening, 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon, 44 teaspoon cloves, ‘2 
teaspoon nutmeg, }2 teaspoon salt, 
1 teaspoon soda, ‘2 teaspoon baking 
powder, 2 cups flour, 1 teaspoon 
vanilla. 

Put sugar, water, lard, raisins 
and salt in sauce pan and bring to 
the boiling point and boil 
minutes. Cool. When cool 
water, Beat well and add flour 
mixed and sifted with spices and 
baking powder. Mix thoroughly 
and add vanilla. Turn into an oiled 
and floured loaf cake pan and bake 
forty minutes in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.).

Increased 


Higher Values, 1934 
| Value Placed at HOLD CLASSES 


Estimated Value Placed at 
$2,265,001, Representing 
a Grand Total of 144,809 
Head of All Classes. 


The estimated value of all live- 
stock marketed through the Ed- 
monton Stock Yards for the year 
1934 amounted to $2,265,001 re- 
presenting a grand total of 144,- 
809 head of all classes, and an 
increase of approximately $460,- 
000 over the 1933 figure, accord- 
ing to a report releaced Saturday 
by the sentor markets’ supervisor, 
Dominion Live Stock Branch, 
This was the best year in terms 

of values since 1931, but is $4,860,- 
408 below the peak year, 1929, when 
the estimated value of all livestock 
through the local yards amounted 
to $7,125,409, 


INCREASE SHOWN 

During 1934, 38,518 cattle, 8,607 
calves, 79,632 hogs, 17.961 sheep and 
19 horses passed through the yards, 
cattle clearances showing an_ in- 
crease of 7,959, calves 1,754, sheep 
3,200 and horses 20, and a material 
decrease of 18,458 hogs. 

The report points out that re- 
ceipts of good quality weil-finished 
butcher cattle, especially during 
the late summer and fall, were not | 
ufficient to meet the demand, but 
hat common unfinished kinds were 
a distinct problem so far as finding 
on outlet for them was concerned. 
It is also indicated that far too} 
many 550 pound to 750 pound! 
yearlings were being marketed for 
the good of the trade. 


VALUES HIGHER 
Reviewing values the report 
shows that the average. price for 


butcher cattle during 1934 was 
bout 10 cents to 20 cents per 
hundred higher than 1933. The 


aveiage price for 1934 for hogs was 
$2.70 per hundred higher than the 
average of the perceding year, 
while the quality of the hogs sent 
to market showed considerable im- 
provement in type and quality, 
Lamb prices show an advance of 
60 cents per hundred over 1933 
with sheep prices ranging higher 
by 40 cents, the report discloses.
